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The Change in the War Department. 
[Washington Dispatch to the N. Y. Tribune.l 
The only Senator who enjoys intimate re- 
lations with Secretary Stanton is Mr. Sum- 
ner, who moved his unanimous confirmation 
I the day his name reached the Capitol. The 
I rotations between him and Secrotary Chase 
l are equally intimate. These two names should 
bo sufficient indorsement of the new Secre- 
tary, who it may be added is fnllv acceptable 
also to such men as Senators Wado and Fcs- 
setiden. The truth is, that in the last days of 
Buchanan s Administration it was Kdwin M. 
Stanton, even more than Oen. Dit or Mr. 
Holt, who did what could be done to save 
what could be saved of Uie nation. Then it 
was that ho formed the intimacies with the 
more advanced members of the Republican 
party, which he has fostered since his retire 



The Divided North. 
Attempt to disguise the fact as we may, 
says the Brooklyn (N. Y.) News, it is never- 
theless true, that there are two parties in the 
North whose views as to the proper manner 
for prosecuting the war for the preservation 
of the Union, as are divergent as the poles. 
Each of these parties have exhibited from the 
commencement an earnestness and energy 
that.exercisedin behalf of a good cause, should, 
and doubtless will, insura success. It is true 
that one of theso parties is a great deal more 
practical than the other, for its adherents have 
shouldered the musket upon the very first 
call to arms, and boldly risked life, liberty, 
and the prosecution of all minor offices, in be. 
half of the cause they have espoused, while 
the other has done little more than bawl and 
scream, and couple the frantic cry of save the 
Unoin, with the more important one, to them, 
of free the nigger. The present fate and fu- 
ture destiny of this country depends upon 
which of these two parties shall succeed for 
tbo next few months in directing tbo affairs 
of the Nation. The ono party is eminently 
conservative, and believe that the perpetuity 
of a great Nation, the welfare and happiness 
of twenty-three millions of people now living, 
the hopes of millions of the oppressed of other 
countries, and the fate of millions yet to be, 
is of more consequence than the immediate 
and unconditional emancipation of four mil- 
lions of black slaves, totho majority of whom 
immediate freedom would bo a greater curse 
than the most feeling abolitionist has ever 
ascribed to their present condition. 

This party believe that the blessings soueht 
and hoped for are only to be attained by a pres- 
ervation of the Constitution and a faithful 
observance of all its conditions by all the par- 
ties to tho compact. They cannot understand 
that its abnegation by a portion of the peo- 
ple of one section of the country does or can 
possibly render necessary, or even justify its 
•violation by the people of another section 
Their rallying cry has been, since rebellion first 
showed its hideous front, the Ujtlox, the Cox- 
BTtTfTroN, and the preservation of the laws. 
For the presvation of those they wore willing 
to make any sacrifice. And in the same 
direction they arc willing to go on to tho end. 
They arc not only willing, but determined to 
prosecute the war against Southern rebellion 
to the bitterest end. But they cannot and 
will not forget that there are thousands in 
every Southern State who are true to the 
Union and all the compacts of our forefathers, 
and who would gladly make it manifest, 
could thoy but have the opportunity to do so 
Against these, their brethren, they are not 
willing to wago an indiscriminate warfare 
for no other reason than that they possess 
and use a species of property that has de- 
scended to them from their ancestors, and the 
right to own and U6e, which is vouchsafed b\ 
the Constitution. 

The othor party is tho rampant and rabid 
Abolition party, considerable in point of num- 
bers and most indefatigable in their efforts to 
secure the object which alone incites them to 
action. This party would sacrifice all things 
Union, Constitution, and all the good that may 
be hoped for from the perpetuation of out gov- 
mcnt. for the one object of abolishing slavery, 
which, had it not been for their insane ravings 
and injudicious interference, would have been 
already abolished in one-third of the States 
where it now exists. If tho counsels of this 
latter party are to prevail, no man living can 
predict the result of tho present conflict. 
There can be little doubt of the ability of the 
Government to subdue the rebellion in the 
South, and restore notonly the Union, but the 
fraternal feelings that have heretofore charac- 
terized thepooplo of all sections. For all the 
people of the South are not rebels nor sympa- 
thizers with the rebellion, and the reckless 
Are-eating conspirators that have brought the 
country to its present sad condition cannot 
long prevail, but must and will bo subdued 
But whether the alnditionists of the north can 
succeed in a crusade against slavery, which 
must encounter tbo determined hostility of 
every man and woman south of Mason and 
Dixon's line, is quite ano^er matter. This 
question of slavery, then, is the only one upon 
which the North is divided. It is not, and 
never has been, a real issue in the present con- 
test. The question has been dragged in, and 
groat efforts havebeen made by the intciested 
parties to give it prominence. But let us hope, 
ae we reasonably may, that wise and moder- 
ate counsels will prevail.

Ho is a man of vigorous character, with 
resolution to prosecute the war with the ut- 
most energy; and to strive to strike the rebel- 
lion in its vwst vulnerable point*. Slavery he 
believe* to be the most vulnerable of all. Dur- 
ing his administration of the War Depart- 
ment, no General or other officer of the army 
will more than once return a fugitive slave. 
Those who flatter themselves that in his ap- 
pointment the cause of slavery, of the rebels, 
or of the Border States, or of the "hands-off"' 
type, has gained an ally, tvill be charmingly 
uisappointcd. 

He is not a man of ro'ewatcr-doubts as to 
the expediency or propriety of doing this or 
that thing, of arming this or that class of men 
ready to tight for the Union. His only ques- 
tion will be. how most rapidly and thorough- 
ly to crush tho rebellion. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
Evening Post makes the following statements 
respecting the newly appointed Secretary of 
War: 

"It turns out that Mr. Stanton is an Anti- 
Slavery Democrat, or nither a War Demo- 
crat of the school of Dickinson and Coch- 
rane. He believes most fully in the propri- 
ety of using the institution of slavery as a 
means to strike down the great rebellion. He 
fully approved in December of Mr. Came- 
ron's report, and is more heartily hated to- 
day by the pro-slavery and white-feaihered 
Democrats in Congress (there are hut few of 
them) than any member of the existing Cab- 
inet.

Gonoral Lane and the President. 

A Washington correspondent of the Tribune 
thus describes an interview between General 
Lane and the President: 

"At the leave-taking of Gen. James H. 
Lane at the White House, on Friday, P. M.. 
a conversation occurred so remarkable and 
important in its scope, and so evidently de- 
signed for tho public eye, that I feel at liber- 
ty to record it. 

"There were present at the time President 
Lincoln, General Lane. Senator Pomeroy, 
Commissioner Dole, a few members of the 
House^and a group of officers and clerks from 
the different departments of the government. 

"On turningto leave, Gen. Lanesaid, Well, 
Mr. Lincoln, you know my way; I shall pur- 
sue the policy with which I began, and some- 
body will get hurt.' 
"To which the President replied. 
"Yes, General I understand you. And the 
only difference between you and me is. that 
you are willing to surrender fugitives to loyal 
owners in case they are willing to return ; 
while I do not believe the United States gov- 
ernment has any right to give them up in 
any case. And if it had. the people would 
not permit us to exercise it.' 
"General Lane rejoined: 
'"That remark. Mr. President, makes me 
happier than anything that has transpired 
since tbe commencement of tho war. And if | 
you will announce that as the active policy 
of the administration, and let us win one vic- 
tory on it, you will be the most popular man 
ever on this continent." '

8®* The New York Journal of Commerce 
d scusscs the subject of Bills of Attainder in 
an able article informed by the true spirit. 
We reproduce the opening and the closing 
paragraph of the article. "Shall the Consti- 
t ition of the United States," says our contem- 
porary in tho former, "abide in the land, the 
terror of evil doers, and the praise of all 
good men? That, after all, is the question, 
and the whole question before us. The men 
of one idea, who ask whether we prefer 
slavery to the Union, have cither no concep- 
tion of the true issue, or havo never answered 
their own question to their own hearts. If 
the war is to result in an unconstitutional 
•'wiping out'' of slavery, then the result is 
the destruction of tho Constitution and the 
Union. We aro no defenders of slavery be- 
cause we defend its constitutional rights. If 
wo demand a jury trial for a murderer when 
others would lynch him, are we defenders of 
murder? The citizen ceases to be loyal when 
he advocates lynch law on a small scale or on 
a grand scale." This is the retort logical. 
We commend it to such radicals as are honest 
in their radicalism. '■ It is plain," our con- 
temporary says, in conclusion, "that an Act 
of Confiscation or a Bill of Attainder would 
create a perpetual source of war. The pres- 
ent controversy being ended, the Courts 
would declare it unconstitutional and void, 
all titles to property given under it would 
fail, the Government would be itself unable 
•to hold any that it had taken, the States 
would be compelled to aid their citizens in 
recovering property if any had been removed, 
ai d the complications arising would be count- 
less, and would lend to lasting enmity. 'Treat 
vour enemy ns if he might one day be your 
friend,'. is eminently the motto for this war. 
If tho I ii ion is to bo restored, its future 
glory will depend on the fact that it has been 
restored by the strong arm of tho Constitution 
and the law. If the attempt at restoration is 
to be carried on with acts of confiscation, 
proclamations of emancipation, and other 
proceedings, which, instead of being the acts 
of our constitutional Government, are but 
acts of an incensed and indignant people, and 
if by these means we should conquer the re- 
hellion, we shall (ind ourselves, when the war 
is over, standing among the ruins of our Re- 
public; and where the noblest fabric of hu- 
man government once stood, we shall behold 
around us only its shattered remains, out of 
which the generations to come will find it im- 
possible even to imagine the former splendor. 
We beseech gentlemen in Washington to re- 
gard these truths. Let us save tho Constitu- 
tion. If it can bo carried on its triumphant 
course over the present obstacles, it will be 
forever hereafter tho rallying point for the 
hopes of all nations, strengthened, purified, 
and glorified by its sublime victory/' We 
need not tell our readers that we second this 
just and stirring exhortation will all our 
hearts.

B^^Wt) stated last week that Gov. Magof- 
fin had remitted several fines which had been 
imposed upon persons who have gone to the 
rebel army, and expressed tha fear that the 
grid heart of his Excellency had been im- 
posed upon. The Frankfort Y"eoman in this 
relation says : 

"Upon an examination of the Executive 
journal the only fine remitted, imposed in the 
Jctl'erson criminal court, in which the princi- 
pal was known to bo in the rebel service, was 
acted upon by the Governor upon the appli- 
cation of Hon. James F. Speed and Judge 
Geo. W. Johnston, and other'highly respecta- 
ble gentlemen. And even in that case the 
remission was not made out until after judg- 
ment of forfeiture was rendered, and the oth- 
er sureties in the bond, together with the 
principal, were gone, and tho wholo penalty 
was about to fall upon one man. The amount 
that now must bo paid in fees and costs ex- 
ceeds tho amount that the person would have 
been bound for if the other sureties had borne 
their proportionate share of the penalty. 
Whether the principal in the bond had gone 
to join the rebel or Federal army was not the 
question presented to the Governor's consid- 
eration, but the simple fact thata worthy gen- 
tleman was surety in a recognizance that was 
forfeited ; and the facts, ns stated by the above 
named gentlemen, justified the Executive 
clemency."-. ,w« 

Tho Yeoman asks that wo may bo more 
careful in future and not attempt, under tho 
guise of devotion to' justice, to condemn und 
restrain tho Governor in the exercise of a 
power that has never been abused. In reply, 
we will state that we cannot be more careful 
in tho future than we have been in tho past, 
for our information came from an official 
source, ns it was derived from E.'S. Craig, 
K-q., the county attorney. We did not at- 
temptoithcr to condemn or restrain the prerog- 
ative of pardon, which we do not believe the 
Governor would abuse, but it was our duty 
to warn him against imposition, and to show 
him that misapplied clemency would impede 
the course of justice.

Battle at Mill Spring. 

From the Louisville Journal of the 23d 

inst., we take the following: 

Dispatches from General Thomas to tbe 
Headquarters of General Buell, report the 
capture of fourteen pieces of cannon and 
fourteen hundred animals. 

The rebel steamboat which has been en- 
gaged in tbe transportation of arms and muni- 
tions for Zollicoflcr's camp has been burned 
with all the lints except one. 

General Thomas with a large force crossed 
the Cumberland river and is engaged in 
I hunting down the flying rebels through 
j Wayne county.. 

The number of killed on our side is thirty- 
| nine, and of wounded on'ehundred and twenty- 
| seven. From this it appears that the reports

It is 
believed by the Government that, if such an 
event should happen, it would not be difficult 
to enlist the Russian Government on our side, 
and to cause that power to take such a stand, 
as would be of the' greatest assistance to us. 

It is well known that the relations of Rus- 
sia toward both England and France, ever | 
since the Crimean W'ar. have been anything I 
but friendly, and it is thought that Russia will ' 
not require much pcrsua-ion in order to in- ' 
diico her to take an active part in a war 
against England and France, as the ally of 
the United States. It is thought here, too, 
that if some eminent statesman, known to be j 
in the confidence of the Government, were to | 
bo sent to Russia, he might be able to procure 
from the government of that country such 
assurances of aid as would deter England ; 
and France from their meditated schemes of! 
American aggression. In pursuance of this 
view it waa the President's desire that Mr. 
Seward himself should go to Russia as Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, ! 
to conclude a treaty, or an alliance offensive; 
and defensive with that country. But the ; 
Secretary of State demurred, and Mr. Cameron i 
was then selected. Such is the story that is 
related in the inner circles of the diplomatic 
gossip ol" the capital.

The loss of the rebels, 
was Zollicoffcr and one hundred nnd fourteen 
others killed and buried, one hundred nnd six- 
teen wounded, and forty-tivo prisoners not 
wounded, five of whom are surgeons, and 
Lientenant-Colonel Carter, 17tb Tennessee 
regiment.

Further Particulars. 

Colonel Green Clay, aid to Gen. Schoepff, 
reached our city last evening, having left tlto 
scene of tho late victory on Monday, and 
from him we gather some additional particu- 
I lars which give us a better insight into the 
I fight. Prisoners report that General George 
I B. Crittenden had been appointed totheeom- 
i mand of the rebel foro.js. but he hud not ar- 
j ried in camp. Genera) Zollicofier was killed 
j at very close quarters ; he had ridden up to 
j Colonel Ery nnd told him not to shoot at bis 
• own men, when Col. Fry replied that ho was 
: not doing so. Soon after this the encounter 
commenced which proved fatal. The regi- 
ments engaged in the .fight were the Tenth 
Indiana. Fourth Kentucky, Second Minneso- 
ta, and Ninth Ohio, with a portion of Wool- 
ford s Cavalry and two batteries. The Tenth 
Indiana was in the advance, and contested 
the ground nobly, but a bayonet charge being 
ordered, the Ninth Ohio udvanced with the 
cold steel and soon brfike tho rebel ranks, 
when a panic flight ensued, the retreating 
columns being followed by shells, which did 
terrible execution, and volleys of musketry 
were poured in upon them." An order was 
found in the intrenchments after the final 1 
flight, signed by Col. Cummings, from which 
it is evident that he succeeded to the com- I 
mand after Zollicorfer's fall, and gavo tho or- i 
der to disperse. 

From accounts furnished by records found 
in camp and by prisoners the rebel force con- 
sisted of about ten thousand infantry, eighteen 
hundred cavalry, and sixteen pieces of artil- 
lery; two of tbe latter have not been discover- 
ed, and were probably concealed. Zollicofier 
was in strong position and bis intrenchments 
could have been defended against thirty 
thousand men. It had winter quarters of log | 
huts for fifteen thousand men. and everything

The rebels seoni to have been 
well clothed in jean*, but they were without 
overcoats. Their discarded knapsacks con- 
tained two or three days' rations. They were 
well supplied wi'h blankets and had plenty 
of old army regulation ones, white and black 
striped, which were unbalcd. 

The rout of the rebels was pressed until 
our men reached elevated positions which 
partially commanded the camp. Our regi- 
ments were thrown across the country from 
White Oak Creek to the Cumberland river, 
while Col. Harlan's regiment was advanced [ 
some distance on the top of a hill to prevent I i'„ w( ,t market price, 
the enemy from occupying it during the I shinstle: 
night. Zollicoffer was evidently under the 
impression that General Thomas had but two 
regiments with him, and that the reserves 
could not come up on account of the swollen 
streams. He therefore left his intrenchment 
nnd marched eight miles in the hope to cut 
him oil*. He was correct in a measure, for 
Gen. Schoepff, on Friday, sent three regi- 
ments, the Twelfth Kentucky and First and 
Second Tennessee and a battery to General 
Thomas, but the}' did not arrive in time to 
participate, and on Sundav he sent tho Thirty- 
first, Thirty-fifth, and Thirty-eighth Ohio 
from Somerset, and they were obliged to cross 
Fishing Creek by means of an overstretchctl 
cable to which they clung, advancing hand 
over hand, stringing along the rope, such was 
the swiftness of tho current and the depth of 
tho water. Whon Zollicoffcr discovered his 
mistake, his men fought well, but they could 
not resist the bayonet charge. Our men shot 
with great precision ; the forest trees through 
which the enemy retreated were riddled with 
balls. 

It is uncertain whether the steamboat was 
fired by our shells or destroyed by the rebels. 
Tho conflagration was watched from the hills 
by our men while "bombs bursting in air. " 
lent a terrible reality to tho scene. The body 
of General Zollicoffer was placed in a tent 
under a guard of honor, awaiting a flag of 
truce from the rebels for its delivery ; but his 
men are so demoralized and scattered that it 
is hardly possible the requisition will he made, 
unless it comes from Bowling-Green. The 
rebel General had but one wound, the fatnl 
one in his breast, and his features, after he 
had been washed, wore calm and life-like. 
Colonel Hoskins was ordered to go a few 
miles above Somerset and obtain twenty coal 
barges; and it is probable that with these 
Gen. Thomas crossed the river.

THE_ TRHYEEKIY YE OMAN. 

The I'roposed Bankrupt Law. 

At various times since the commercial dis- 
asters of 1SI7, effort* have been made to pro- 
cure the enactment of a national lmnkrr.pt 
law. A bill for th^ purpose was introduced 
into the Senate in March, I860, by Mr. 
Toombs, but it was not called for by any suf- 
ficient public urgency, and never got out of 
the committee of that body to which it was 
referred. In the course of the past summer, 
however, the pressure for some general law 
was renewed as a consequence of the political 
troubles, and the number seeking relief was 
so much increased at the time the present ses- 
sion of Congress began ns to render it highly 
probable that sojnc form of a general law 
■would pass before the session closes. The 
state of affairs has greatly changed on this 
point within the last two months, in fact. 
Many merchants who at first opposed the en- 
actment of any such law until the war is 
ended, are now disposed to regard it as the 
best mode of approaching the very difficult 
question, what to do with the commercial or 
trade relations (if the north with the south as 
the authority of the Union is progressively 
restored. These relations are likely to suffer 
a degree of injury not anticipated, and as 
much or more in consequence of the absence 
of any law to protect a merchant at the south 
in holding his goods and property, as because 
of any disposition to defraud his creditors in j 
the loyal Statos. In short, a well framed law 
is needed at once to enable all parties to 
come to a speedy settlement on just and equi- 
table terms. The northern merchant may 
become himself bankrupt for the want of 
twenty to fifty thousand dollars from his 
southern debtors, leaving four or five times 
as much more unpaid ; and in case no law 
steps in to aid him, flic delays and changes to 
which his debtors will be subjected will pre- 
vent him from getting a dollar in time to save 
himself from breaking up. 

The pressure on this aspect of the case is, 
in fact, becoming very strong, nt New York 
particularly, and a special committee of the 
House of Representatives, Mr. Roscoe Conk- 
ling, chairman, ha> given a great deal of at- 
tention to the work of perfecting a proper 
bill. The basis of th"ir work is a bill prepar- 
ed bv a strongcommittee of leading merchants 
of >>ew York City, just before the beginning 
of the session, and it is only just to say that 
none of them engaged in its preparation are 
likely to have occasion to avail themselves of 
its provisions, except as creditors. Koyal 
Phelps, George Opdyko, A. & A. Lawrence 
& Co., Jaffray & 8ons, and other like houses, 
to the number of ten or twelve, are the movers 
in the matter, and it is also supported by the 
Chamber of Commerce. This bill has been 
printed and widely distributed, to enable the 
mercliants of every part of the country to 
consider it fairly, and suggest amendments if 
they arc desired. Two or three less carefully 
prepared and really objectionable bills have 
also been sent to Congress, and they will pro- 
bably bo urged ^n that body if this should not 
be supported with sufficient strength to crowd 
them out. 

The practical question is, therefore, wheth- 
er a bill suited to remain as a permanent en- 
actment cannot become a law at this session, 
and thus answer all the proper demands for 
immediate relief, and still protect the credi- 
tor interest properly. It is the belief of those 
wl)o have examined this bill that all these 
ends may be answered by its enactment. It 
embodies all the valuable features of the En- 
glish bankrupt law, all the careful discrimina- 
tions that law makes in regard to the causes 
of bankruptcy, with the award of lenient 
measures in one case and severe measures in 
others, as intrinsic justice requires, while it is 
simpler and better condensed in its phraseolo- 
gy. It provides for all the requisite proceed- 
ings in arrest of the misappropriation or de- 
struction of property which attends the occu- 
pation of a district in which the rebellion 
prevails, and in this respect does all for the 
protection of creditors that was proposed to i 
bo undertaken by the Provost Marshal's j 
Court in Alexandria, at the same time that it 
ns fully protects the debtor, by securing hiin 
n fair value for his property, and an honora- 
ble discharge if the preservation of his prop- 
erty shall on the hearing show him to be 
solvent. A provisional assignee may be ap- 
pointed to this duty of preserving a debtor's ] 
property for such time as the court may be J 
' unable to obtain a full bearinc. on proof made j 
by petitioning creditors of the necessity of | 
this protection; and this or some other gen- j 
oral law is obviously necessary to attend the ] 
restoration of the authority of the Onion in > 
the States which have enacted stringent laws ' 
against the payment of Northern creditors at | 
all. There is no law now to meet the case in time 
to protect the creditor or the honorable debtor 
whose interest it is, equally with the creditor, 
to adjust satisfactorily and amicably all past 
t::;)Bfcict!Oiis, and to make up for past losses 
by entering promptly on a new and active 
trade. A debt of a few thousand dollars 
might, by remaining for months or years un- 
adjusted, prevent both parties from earning 
twice the sum from new business. 

To frame a law perfectly adapted to the 
relief of all the parties who now need and 
deserve it. at the same time that it has all the 
requisites for a permanent statute, is of course 
no. easy matter, The bill now proposed has 
bad a very thorough examination, however, 
not only by the committee of merchants from 
whom it emanated, but also by the committee 
of the House of Representatives having the 
subject in charge. It has been very fully con- 
sidered by our own merchants, also, and is 
now before the Board of Trade, with a pros- 
pect of approval. The general opinion here 
was at first unfavorable to the enactment of 
any bankrupt law at the present time; hut 
the belief that such a law is needed to protect 
ail parties in the present troubles, and the ur- 
gency of many rtrong Northern houses to re- 
alize something from their Southern indebt- 
edness at a time reasonably near at hand, has 
induced some change in opinion, and at least 
a willingness to declare this bill preferable to 
all.others, if one must be enacted. 

The proceedings in arrest of the destruction \ 
and misappropriation of the property of a I 
debtor, provided for in this act, may', if the I 
petitioning creditor does not reside' within 
fifty miles of the Judge of the District Court, 
be instituted before "any Judge of the Su- | 
prcme Court or Court of Common Pleas of any 
State within the district where the debtor re- 
sides, or last had his residence, or any judge 
of a court of record within such district au- 
thorized by the laws of the State within 
which he resides to grant injunctions in suits j 
at law or in equity; " and such a judge may 
require the debtor to appear, and to restrain 
him meantime from waste of propertv by ap- 
pointing a provisional assignee. It is clear 
that when large towns and considerable dis- 
tricts of the Southern States come to be occu- 
pied by the United States there will be great 
need of somo general law by which the inter- 
ests of both debtor and creditor may bo pre- 
served, and the way prepared for such pay- 
ment of past debts as may bo practicable and 
reasonable, as well as for the renewal of trade 
in the fullest manner and at tho earliest mo- 
ment. Of course it is not expected that aiiy 
large share of actual insolvencies will go into 
the court for final disposal; and the great 
merit of such nlaw will be to throw around 
every case tho strongest inducements to a 
speody and just settlement. If compulsory 
process is thus put within reach of creditors, 
the great majority of debtors will find it their 
interest to make so plain a case as to bring 
about immediate and friendly settlement. 
Even in case of apparently refractory debt- 
ors in the South a preliminary proceeding 
in arrest of the destruction of property may 
be all that will lie necessary, and this may be 
even a greater kindness to the debtor than to 
tbe creditor.-- PMl. Kortk A-r.cTV.sx $ Gat.

Elihu Bnrritt on Suppressing the Rebellion. 

■■ Will another year end this war, if we 
keep half a million of soldiers in tho field, 
and spend $300,000,000 more of money? 
What will tho end be, thus won ? AVhen the 
last regiment of tho Confederates shall have 
been captured, and their last fortification de- 
molished, will they be subdued to submission ? 
Will they severally or collectively take tho 
oath of allegiance to the Government they 
abhor? AVill they send representatives to 
Congress again, or permit the few loyalists 
in their midst, whom they now regard as 
traitors, to represent them at Washington ? 
Should they resort to passive resistance after 
being overpowered in tho field, what should 
we do? Keep a standing army of 200,000 
for five or ten years, in scattered garrisons 
from tbe Potomac to the Rio Grande, and 
from tbe Ohio to the Gulf of Mexico, to pre- 
vent another uprising, to watch over tbe polls, 
and to defend tho loyalists from the ven- 
geance of tho secessionists? Then, embody- 
ing tho significance of all these questions in 
one, it will lie asked; what kind of Union will 
such an issue restore to North or South, or 
both ? Not the Union of our fathers, most 
assuredly ; for that was founded upon the 
equal interest and mutual consent of all the 
Siate« that constructed it. To no section will 
it be the old Union of blessed memory. For 
years it must bristle with most unrepublican 
institutions; with a standing army of one or 
two hundred thousand men, at tho propor- 
tionate expense of tbe section it is to watch 
and coerce; with a military aristocracy, and 
an Executive of almost despotic authority. 
Unless human nature itself be subjugated and 
transformed, the rebellion of the Southern 
heart against this compulsory Union will 
render coercion frequent or continuous, giv- 
ing the Republic an Austrian aspect to the 
world. Before the conflict shall reach that 
bitter end nt which the seceded States will 
lay down their arms, our Government will 
be constrained to resort to those desperate 
measures which must necessarily intensify 
their alienation to u lasting malignity of 
hatred. " 



Important Army Change. 

The sensation quill-drivers, known as army 
correspondents, are in a sad condition from 
the long delay of tho grand advance. Their 
hope deferred has made the heart sick ; their 
depleted imaginations threaten speedily to 
collapse unless something is done. The spe- 
cials of the Potomac go about in mourning, 
and the most disastrous results are likely to 
follow unless something ' is did.'' McClel- 
lan. in the privacy of his sick room, has bar- 
ricaded himself securely behind breastworks 
of tea cups and saucers ; he will not pursue 
their contradictory statements; the heavy fir- 
ing in the direction of Chain Bridge has long 
since died out; and a famine of sensations 
threatens to starve out these scribes, unless, 
in their desparation, they prick their veins 
with their own steel pens, and ooze away 
by a (shorter route than starvation. To 
those who understand their situation, it is un- 
necessary to say more, and to others, happily 
unexperienced in such matters, a fit parallel 
can lie presented in tho condition of the 
'drunkard without his cups, the chewer minus 
his quid, the opium devotee without his intox- 
icating pill. Flora McFlimsy with "nothing 
to wear,'' or any of tho feminine persuasion 
deprived of that "love of a bonnet.'' Such 
is the sad condition of a war correspondent 
without his accustomed sensation. No won- 
der the fraternity are desperate. One of this 
species, who, like a manaic, knows no better 
than to laugh at his own calamity; thus pre- 
sents the case : 

AVanted.— For immediate service — a gen- 
eral capable and not afraid to lead the Union 
Grand Army. A man of sound judgment, 
good courage, with the organ of destructive- 
ness well developed, can hear of a good situ- 
ation by applying soon.

Conscious Strength. 

Prussia as a nation is less known in Euro- 
pean complications than she is felt ; her 
strength is latent, and exercises its influence 
without any flourish of trumpets. Her naval 
establishment is small, on account of her lim- 
ited coast, and is entirely disproportionate to 
her army. AA'hen on a peace footing her 
military power looms up from the fact that 
every citizen is a soldier — not a man with gun 
in his hand, but a drilled, disciplined, equip- 
ped, and uniformed soldier. By the law of 
Prussia every person over eighteen years and 
and under fortv-live, is obliged one month in 
each year to go into camp with his regiment, 
and tiiere perform the camp and parade du- 
ties of the arm of the service to which he be- 
longs. This keeps up an efficient army in 
time of peace, and brings about tho sublime 
spectacle of a nation at peace while fully pre- 
pared for war. There is nothing of a nation- 
al character that can inspire more respect; 
it brings the logic of diplomists down to a 
marvelous smoothness, and when any serious 
outbreak is threatened, produces hesitancy 
which is a strong evidence of the power of a 
nation. Unfortunately, wo havo recently 
learned that a mass of men do not form an 
army; there is something else needed to create 
efficiency, and this something else, tho militia 
of Prussia possess. Therefore she pursues 
her path of peace, ready in two days to march 
upon or resist an enemy. Conscious of her 
strength, her King, in addressing tho Minis- 
try on New Year's day, said: "The year com- 
menced with a serious aspect throughout the 
world, rendering it the duty of Prussia to be 
prepared for any eventualities; and," he as- 
serted, "this should be done. " In reply to 
the congratulations of tbe army, ho said, 
"Prussia could calmly behold what events 
may arise from the state of things in non- 
European countries, because his army stands 
ready formed nnd armed.'' • 

That is the talk which can bo understood, | 
nnd the preparedness of Prussia has for years I 
secured her a condition of permanent peace, j 
and with it prosperity and progress. The 
freedom of America can learn much | 
from the experience of the Old World if it 
desires to do so. The prevailing idea that 
contractors can save us in timesof war, should 
become obsolete, and tho contractors them- 
selves pendent. 

Uiilitary Tactics in Michigan.

A commanding officer of a regi- 
ment sought to get a contract for supplying 
200 out of 000 horses advertised for, but, "fail- 
ing in that, be became disgusted with the ser- 
vice. 

Third. An officer, high in command, paid a 
sum of money to retain the power of making 
contracts for the supplies of the regiment. 
The sistei -hood employed in making mittens 
and socks should take courage. 

Fourth. A young gentleman made applica- 
tion for a Lieutenancy which was offered to 
him on condition that ho would pay the sum 
of S30U. The office was afterwards sold for 
that sum, and the first applicant turned away, 
with the cool intimation that in a one-horse 
regiment it requires "money to make the 
mare go.'' 

Fifth. Another young man spent $000 in 
raising a company, which, upon being mus- 
tered into service, his Captain very patriot- 
ically demanded $200 more in cash, and in 
case of refusal threatened to kick said Lieu- 
tenant in a very ungentlemanly and unsol- 
dicrlike manner out of the regiment.

TELEGRAPHIC. 

"Washington, Jan. 22. 

The Joint Committee on the conduct of tbe 
war have agreed upon an amendment to the 
joint rules of the two Houses, to the effect that 
whenever any member rises in bis place, and 
states that the Executive wishes Congress lo 
act secretly on any matter connected with the 
war, it shall be the duty of Congress to go 
into secret session, and deliberate and come 
to a conclusion thereon before adjournment. 

The speeches arc to be limited to live min- 
utes each, and any member disclosing tbe pro- 
ceedings, is to be expelled. 

ISpecial to the Trihune.l 

Secretarv Stanton had an interview of two 
hours in the Senate committee rooms, this 
morning, with the Military Committees of 
both Houses. All the members (sixteen) 
were present. The Secretarv gave his views 
freely on bis plan of conducting the war, and 
expressed a desire to be at times informed for 
his guidance of matters of public interest 
coming before either committee ; adding that 
the Department will be always open to every 
member of the two committees. Hcstated that 
a full and complete list of the contracts made 
by or for the AVar Department since the com- 
mencement of the war, with the name of every 
contractor or purchaser, should be made be- 
fore the 1st of February, or until full investi- 
gation be made. 

Colonel Scott is to have special charge of 
railroad and transportation matters, and Con- 
gress has been asked to give the Secretary of 
AVar control of all the railroads in the United 
States, whenever the interests of tho war 
shall demand. John Tucker, the Second As- 
sistant, is to have charge of all the transpor- 
tation by sea — the chartering of vessels, tee, 
Mr. Watson, Third Assistant, to have control 
id' the rolls and general business connected 
with the troops in the field. j 

Mr. Mallory, from the Coigmitteo on 
Roads and Canals, reported a bill for a mili- 
tary and mail railroad from Kentucky to Ten- 
nessee 

The London Horning Herald says that if 
the Mason and Slidell affair is settled, Eng- 
land and France have an inducement, on 
commercial grounds, to recognize the well- 
earned indemnity of the Confederate States, 
and that unless the step is manfully taken by 
the ministers at once, it is certain to be taken 
by parliament on its assembling. 

The privateer Sumter, on arrivingoff Cadiz 
with tbe officors*and crews of three Federal 
merchant vessels, solicited permission to enter 
tho port. The American consul demanded 
that the request be refused, but it was grant- 
ed, on condition that tbe prisoners should be 
placed under the protection of Spain, and the 
Sumter then entered the port, without being 
saluted. It was rumored that the American 
consul would leave on account of the resolu- 
tion of Spain.

The Committee on Railroads and Canals 
reported a bill to-day appointing James Guth- 
rie, of Kentucky, S. S. L'Hommcdieu and 
Connelley F. Twiggs, of Tennessee, Commis- 
sioners under the Secretary of AVar, to locate 
and construct a railroad, for Government mili- 
tary purposes, from Danville, Ky., to Morris- 
t'>wn and Knoxville, or some point between 
them on the Tennessee & A'irginia Railr'd ; the 
Commissioners to give bonds in fifty thousand 
dollars, and to have power to contract with 
some existing company in Kentucky or Ten- 
nessee for running tbe road.

Important From London. 

Expected Ai rival of the Bebel Vommintitinera 

— Extraordinary Efforts of the Betel Aycney 
to have the BUckade Broken — The Pam- 
phleteers at Work. 

[Correspondence of the N. A'. Express.) 
Mouley's Hotel, London, Jan. 3. 
I have no doubt but the Editors of the N. 
Y. Express arc willing to publish the truth ; 
and I trust also they arc still permitted to do 
so." Let me then give you a few facts. Tho 
parties here who are hoping and fearing a war 
with America are subsiding into the convic- 
tion that there will be none at present. The 
"Rebel Commissioners'' nro confidently ex- 
pected in London next week ; and Mr. Yan- 
cey is preparing to go home nnd take his seat 
as Senator in tbe Confederate Congress in 
February. But, if no collision grows out of 
the Trent affair, do not be lulled into security 
that all danger of a rupture with England 
nnd the Allied Pou-crsof Europe is past. Mr. 
Yancey has communicated to the Govern- 
ments of England and Franco a voluminous 
document on tho "Blockade,' m which it is as- 
sorted that in the three months pie eding his 
communication, the blockade was oroken fire 
hundred and nineteen times. And he gives 
the names of the vessels, with the names of 
their captains, their tunnagc and time, place 
and date. With tbeso startling statements, 
an eloquent appeal is made, holding tho 
"Powers'' to a strict adherence to their pro- 
fessions—that no blockade is to be respected 
that is not "effective." And you may rest as- 
sured that tho combined fleets of England, 
France, nnd Spain are looking for something 
more in America than tho collection of taxes 
in Mexico. The cotton pinch is more and 
moro painfully felt, both in England and 
France ; and there is being raised tho cry 
that this suicidal wnr in the disunited States 
must be stopped in tbe namo of common hu- 
manity. 

Meetings will soon 1 e held all over Eng- 
land to agitato the question of ''recognition," 
and on the meeting of Parliament this will 
be the first "business in order." In tho 
meantime, pamphlets to this effect are as 
thick "as leaves in A'nlambrosia. " Colley 
Cibber Grattan is out ; Sir Bcresford Hope is 
out; George Mcllcnry, of Philadelphia, 
(brother id' James Mcllcnry, of Liverpool,) 
is out; and stronger and elaborate than all is 
the volume of James Spence, of Liverpool, 
on Ariirrican I'uion, and iheCauseof its TJajS- 
ture. The latter work is exciting a good deal 
of interest. 1 presume it will be thoroughly 
overhauled in America. There is also a per- 
fect snow-storm of pamphlets in Paris, all 
arguing that, on the ground of incompatibil- 
ity of interest nnd feeling, the North and 
and South must agree to disagree and separ- 
ate. Per contra, I witnessed a bet at "The 
Reform Club ' yesterday, of *2-30, that the 
independence of the South would not be es- 
tablished or recognized on January 1, 1864. 
The bet was ottered by a member of Parlia- 
ment, and quickly taken. He was asked for 
more, but declined. So much, and no more, 
touching the "great quarrel." 



A Startling Statement. 

The Chicago Tribune publishes the follow- 
ing paragraph editorially : 

" AVe have before us three cartridges 
brought to us from Annapolis by n friend. 
They arc a portion of the ammunition for 
Enfield rifles served out to Burnside's forces 
for the great expedition. To the eye they are 
alike in nppearanee. and tbe slight difference 
in weight could not instantly be detected. 
But the difference is that one of the three con- 
tains not a particle of powder. A prominent 
officer of the expedition told our informant 
that this was about the proportion throughout 
tho entire lot of Enfield cartridges — one-third 
of them carefully put np without powder. 
Now here is a case of investigation. Was it 
fraud or treachery that seeks to palm off upon 
our brave troops, on the eve of an expedition, 
sham cartridges? Let us have an explana- 
tion of this affair, Secretary Stanton." 

Most probably it is fraud; some of the 
favorites of ex-Secretary Cameron doubtless 
had a contract for furnishing cartridges at 
ten or twelve dollars apieco. and could not af- 
ford to put any powder in them at that. 
Treason does not pay, and therefore fraud is 
the more popular. 

Every loyal State is anxious for the pas- 
sage of the hill now pending in Congress, by 
which fraud shall be punishable with death.

Wherkas, The following resolutions, viz 

"Whereas, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate States, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the State by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen I 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Axsctniily \ 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must be expelled; inasmuch as there 
arc now in Kentucky Federal troops assem-

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve mouths nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

§ 3. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose allofficers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

*. 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as the 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receivo in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

$ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided lor by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces iu the 
field. 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the seduces of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the'ftjrty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also. That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

\ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the auemv, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

*. 7. That the commander In the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

I) 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shail be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers,
